78 per cent of all employers hired 
only 11 per cent of the workers, 
while one hundredth of one per 
cent of the total number of con- 
cerns employed 12 per cent of the 
total number of workers.

On November 28, 1938, after a long 
Umess which kept him for the last 
few years from the working class 
activities he loved so dearly, Michael 
Andreychuk died. He was well 
known to the Ukrainian people in 
the U. S. for the past 25 years as 
an editor, feature writer, and play- 
wright. The funeral is tomorrow 
afternoon. 

He was born of peasant stock in 
Western Ukraine in 1894. As a young 
boy he migrated to Germany to 
work in the coal mines. Shortly 
before the World War, he entered 


as a laborer working on canals in 
upstate New York. 

In 1917, at the Convention of the 
Ukrainian Federation of the So- 
cialist Party, he was elected As- 
sistant Secretary of the Nationa! 
Bureau. The same year, he became 
National Secretary. During the war 
hysteria the entire editorial staff of 
the “Robitnyk” (Worker)—organ of 
the Ukrainian Federation—was ar- 
rested.

Lewis’ charge that the system of profit- 
sharing smacked too much of “paternalistic 
generosity” was borne out by the testimony 
last week of General Robert E. Wood, presi- 
dent of Sears Roebuck. Under the Sears Roe- 
buck “profit-sharing” plan, the worker must 
contribute 5 per cent of his meager wages 
Into a fund to which the company also con- 
tributes. In this manner, the co seeks 
a stranglehold over the worker use he is 
not permitted to draw his benefits for ten 
years—and meanwhile wages are frozen at a 
low point. 


It appears that the Senate Committee is
